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Selectmen’s Report 


1979 WARRANT ARTICLES 


Article # 3 is requested by the Selectmen because of the 
ever increasing paper work and demands on local officials. The 
majority of the increase is due to State and Federal requirements. 


Articles # 24 and # 25 each represent the same and total 
amount of Revenue Sharing Funds to be received in 1979. 
Therefore only one of these Articles can be voted in the affir- 
mative. 


Article # 26 The state of New Hampshire has ordered that the 
Re-assessment of the Town become effective as of April 1, 1979. 
Therefore these funds are necessary to meet this obligation. 

Article # 27 represents the total cost of completing the new 
addition. Previously appropriated Revenue Sharing Funds 
were depleted sooner than anticipated due to extra costs in 
excavation. Work on the addition continued through the gen- 
erosity of the Randolph Foundation. We hope the townspeople 
will take advantage of the new kitchen and larger hall facilities 
as soon as the building is completed.

Overall the library statistics from the summer of ‘78 show a 
positive increase in all areas. We had an increase in the number 
of people using the library (264) and in the number of books 
loaned from the library (559).

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Planning Board Report 


1978 was the first year in which the members of the Randolph 
Planning Board were elected instead of serving by appointment as 
in previous years. The newly elected members were to have 
served a staggered term whereby there would have been, hence- 
forth, an annual election to fill at least one vacancy. However, 
in 1978, five people were elected by the town when there should 
have been only four. The fifth position is automatically filled by 
one of the three Select people. The problem was rectified for one 
year or until the next town meeting when the town has the 
opportunity to vote for four members. The members who were 
elected and or served on the board this year were Gregory Glines, 
Rev. Philip Scott, Paul Finegan, Floyd Harris, Auvern Kenison 
and Bryant Pake. 


There were a small number of subdivisions this year but the 
number of plots in each subdivision varied, requiring, in some 
cases, very careful considerations. 


During the year the U.S. Soil Conservation Service completed 
a three year soil survey of the town. The Board worked closely 
with the S.C.S. during the final stages to determine the best 
arrangement of information which would be most beneficial and 
accessible to the town and the board. 


The tax map, that was recently completed for the town, will 
also be a great benefit to the board in conduction routine 
business and for future planning. 


The Board this year has worked on reviewing Current Use 
Applications. This was willingly done to help share the ever 
increasing work required of the Select people. 


The Board, without financial support from the town to date, 
meets and conducts business at 7:00 PM on the first Tuesday 
of each month in the Town Hall. During these meetings, the 
Board devotes time to serve the best interest of the town and to 
consider, among other things, the public health, safety, pros- 
perity, and general welfare as these may be affected and influ- 
enced by a subdivision that is to be directed in accordance 
with the Subdivision Regulations of the Town of Randolph.

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REPORT OF DISTRICT FOREST FIRE CHIEF 
AND 
YOUR FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


For more than 80 years, a cooperative effort between the 
State of New Hampshire and local forest fire authorities has 
created a forest fire prevention and suppression program that is 
recognized as superior throughout the United States. 


Since the first forest fire laws were written in 1895, the state 
and local community governments have worked together to pre- 
vent and combat forest fires. 


Today, 249 forest fire wardens and more than 1,800 deputy 
wardens are appointed every three years by the State Forester 
to work with the members of the State Forest Fire staff in this 
effort. State funds are used to pay one-half the cost of forest 
fire suppression costs incurred by local forest fire organizations, 
within pay rates established by the Governor and Council. State 
funds matched by local funds are used to purchase hand tools to 
suppress forest fires, to train local forest fire crews and in forest 
fire prevention work. 


All outside burning, when the ground is not covered with 
snow, is permitted only after obtaining a written fire permit 
from your local Forest Fire Warden. Penalty for burning with- 
out a permit when one is required is a misdemeanor punishable 
by a fine up to $1,000 or a jail term of up to one year or both.

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Chief of Police Report 


Again it is my privilege and pleasure to report the activities 
of the Police Patrol and Police Services for 1978 to the Residents 
of the Town of Randolph, N.H. Wish to express my sincere gra- 
titude to the many residents that furnished me with license 
numbers, descriptions of suspicious persons or/and vehicles. 
Due to this co-operation on the part of said residents, many 
matters were cleared up, persons and vehicles located and 
checked-out:all to the result of a safer place to live. 


Throughout the Nation we find Law Enforcement Agencies 
establishing ‘Neighborhood Watch’ programs as a deterent to the 
rising crime rate. Am very proud to say that here in Randolph 
we have had a diplomatic ‘Watch’ program of our own for many 
years and it has served well to lower the depredations in our 
community. While we are still experiencing some degree of 
retrogradation of our ‘Peace, Law and Order’; our over-all crime 
Index is not as encompassing as that of many communities of 
comparative structure and in the North Country Area especially, 
we enjoy a low crime rate. This fact is supported by statistics 
and lends evidence to the effectiveness of our patrols and the 
strong community co-operation with its Police Operations. 


The writer traveled a total of 13,838 miles on patrol and 
police investigations; wearing out that familiar ‘‘White Smokey’’, 
so often the subject of CB broadcasts; now holding the line in 
a maroon Nova which has not yet been characterized by CB 
adherents! My assistant Chief, Gordon Alan Lowe, Jr.has tra- 
veled many miles on motor-bike, snow-machine and other 
vehicles to check the vacant premises and assist at accident or 
other emergency scenes. For his travels, the writer in 1978 
received twelve and a half (12%) cents per mile mileage allowance 
for gas, oil, upkeep, payments, etc. of his vehicle. In December 
he was forced to petition the Selectmen for an increase to fif- 
teen (15) cents per mile due to rising costs; same being granted. 
Also, on the First of January, 1979, to further combat the cost 
increases; the stipend of $140.00 per week was increased to 
$159.00 for which the writer is thankful.

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Report of Superintendent 


To the citizens of the Town of Randolph: 


As has been the case in past years it is my intention through 
this report to keep you informed of the many issues facing the 
community in the future as well as to report to you some of the 
matters which have occurred or about which you should be 
informed. 


The body of my report will include specific comments about 
what is happening in Gorham, in the Supervisory Union, and in 
Randolph in particular. 


If, in conclusion, you have completed reading this report and 
have been left with a greater understanding of the issues and 
problems, I feel I will have succeeded in conveying my message. 


SCHOOL WARRANT 


Your school warrant for 1979-80 contains essentially the same 
articles as have appeared in past years. The only significant 
changes may be found in Article 4 where we have increased the 
amount of the Bus Capital Reserve Frund from $2,000.00 to 
$3,000.00. The increase is being requested to raise sufficient 
funds for the future purchase of a new school bus. With the 
smaller amount of $2,000.00 adequate funds would not have 
been available to purchase the bus when needed. 


TUITION RATES 


The tuition rates for 1979-80 have again increased. Compari- 
sons of costs between 1976-80 may be found below:

Though some comparisons may be drawn between state 
average tuition figures and Gorham tuition figures, one must be 
conscious of the following differences: 


1. Until recently Gorham was adding a rental charge to the 
tuition rate. This is no longer the case. 


2. Gorham tuition rates are based on the budget of the year 
preceding that for which the charge is being made while 
state average figures are based on actual expenditures two 
years preceding the year for which the charge is being 
made, There is, therefore, a year’s difference between 
the two. 


The most accurate comparisons can be made _ between 
Gorham’s charges for 1978-79 and the state figures for 1979-80. 
Both sets of figures are at least based on the same school years. 


N.H. ACCOUNTABILITY PLAN 


The N.H. State Board of Education has mandated that all 
schools in New Hampshire develop and implement a plan where- 
by the schools would assess, on three grade levels, the level of 
competence of their children in the areas of english and com- 
munications skills, mathematics, U.S. History and government, 
and N.H. History and government. The results of the assessment 
which is scheduled to take place in the spring of 1981 or as 
early as the fall of 1980, will be reported to the state and to the 
community as a whole. The results will also be developed into 
a series of recommendations for each local school board so they 
may consider changes which will have to be made to continue 
the quality of the schools’ programs or to upgrade the programs 
in specific areas where a dificiency might exist. 


The effort by the N.H. State Board of Education as reflected 
by the N.H. Accountability plan is an attempt to determine what 
the schools in N.H. are doing, to help local school boards improve 
the quality of local programs, to assure that tax dollars are being 
wisely spent, and to assure the children in New Hampshire 
schools are receiving a quality education. 


The N.H. Accountability plan effort has been in the making 
for several years. Presently the several school districts of the 
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Supervisory Union # 20 have formed a Steering Committee 
composed of parents, teachers, school board members, and 
administrators to develop the plan. From time to time, there- 
fore, you will be seeing gatherings of people at the schools in 
Gorham during the day or evening working jointly to put the 
plan together. At times some of your children and teachers 
will be released from their teaching duties to work on the plan. 
I ask that you understand that this is necessary. Hopefully the 
interruption to local school programs will be held to a minimum. 


The N.H. Accountability program, if successful, will provide 
all parties to the process of education a much clearer picture of 
how the schools are meeting the needs of your children. Hope- 
fully the results will be positive. In areas where the needs of your 
children are not being met, I hope you will join with us to 
improve these programs so they serve those they were intended 
to serve. 


FUTURE PLANNING 


The Gorham School District has completed two parts of the 
three part study I reported to you in the spring of 1978. Com- 
pleted were studies on energy conservation measures which 
could be taken during the next three to five years to make all 
buildings in Gorham more energy efficient and the study on 
the needs of the handicapped. The one remaining study yet to 
be completed is that of space needs for the future. That part 
of the study was being done in anticipation of federal funds 
being available from EDA. Presently it does not appear the 
funds for the 3rd part of the study will materialize. Both parts 
that have been completed, however, will require large expendi- 
tures of money and some fairly substantial changes in existing 
buildings. 


For the school year 1979-80 the Gorham School Board has 
recommended and budgeted nearly $65,000.00 to begin the 
implementation of the first two parts of the study. Similar 
amounts will be requested in future years until reeommended 
projects of any substance have been completed. 


PROGRAM CHANGES 


With the possible exception of some minor program changes 
which often occur from year to year there are no planned curri- 
cula changes in the Gorham Schools which could affect your 
children. Most efforts in recent years have been made in the 
area of program improvement to existing programs. In the near 
and far future I don’t see a change in that direction. In fact, 
I see a stronger emphasis than now exists, if anything. 
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COOPERATIVE PROGRAM FOR THE HANDICAPPED 


The Berlin and Gorham School Boards in conjunction with 
the school boards of Milan, Errol, Dummer, Randolph and 
Shelburne, have been working cooperatively to form a regional 
program to meet the needs of handicapped children in our 
immediate area. The focus of the program would be to assure 
to a community such as Randolph that area programs would be 
open to Randolph children should they ever be in need of such 
services. Secondly, the structure of the programs would avoid 
in Gorham and Berlin needless duplication of services. The 
results of the second part would provide that Gorham continue to 
offer programs for handicapped children from ages 3 through 13. 
Berlin would agree to offer programs for handicapped children 
from ages 14-21. The outcome would be to avoid duplication 
in either community and hopefully save money in the process. 


When and if the program between Gorham and Berlin is 
adopted by both communities and joined by the other towns in 
Supervisory Union # 20 it is possible that Randolph students 
who are handicapped could be asked to attend schools in Ber- 
lin rather than Gorham, Should this occur and should it affect 
children from Randolph the parents of the children involved will 
be made a part of the final decision.

The number of tuition students often changes from year to 
year. To compare what has happened in recent years I have in- 
cluded a comparison chart for the last three years:

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BUDGET 


The proposed 1979-80 school district budget has increased 
over 1978-79 by $8,501.84 or from $77,090.42 to $85,592.26. 
This represents an increase of 11.03% on the gross budget from 
one year to the next. 


Most of the increases over 1978-79 are small and spread out 
throughout the budget with the exception of three areas: tuition, 
supervisory union expenses and bus capital reserve fund. In tui- 
tion alone there is an increase of some $5,300.00 over 1978-79. 
Under supervisory union expenses there is an additional $500.00 
And under bus capital reserve fund there is $1,000.00. These 
three areas alone comprise $6,800.00 of the $8,501.84 increase. 


SUMMARY 


Education is a shared responsibility among all the elements 
comprising the make-up of a community. Included are teachers, 
parents, churches, social organizations, and school board mem- 
bers. To all of the individuals making up these groups and es- 
pecially to all of those who have helped in any way to make 
possible an education for your children, I wish to express my 
thanks and appreciation.

Moderator Thomas Bean opened School District Meeting at

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Art. 1: To determine and appoint the salaries of the school board 
and truant officer or other agencies of the District. Motion made 
by Mr. Jerry to accept the salaries as presently set-up.

Mathematics would receive more emphasis so as to meet 
the new State Standards for passing a particular grade; English 
and Reading also being upgraded for passing standards. Programs 
for the handicapped would be instituted so these individuals 
could obtain adequate instruction, An Engineering Study was to 
be made of the school system to determine heat efficiency; 
items and changes needed to provide movement and accomoda- 
tions for the handicapped. The study would also go into the area 
of planning for the future; use of special funds and programs all 
with the view to provide cost containment; the maximum use of 
the school dollar. Program development to provide challenge to 
the brighter student so his/her talents would be better served. 
Also the provision of programs for the problem student. 


The remarks were well received and L. Martin moved that the 
meeting be closed; seconded by Lloyd Carpenter. Meeting 
closed at 1511 hours (3:11 p.m.)
